Gen. Howard Kennedy, 
McGill Grad, Will Speak 
At Engineering Banquet 

Plumbers' Banquet Planned 
To Take Place February 14 

The Annual Engineers' Banquet will feature Major-General 
Howard Kennedy, noted engineers and soldier, as its guest speaker. 
•The banquet is to be held in the Union Ballroom on February 14. 

Major-Gcncral Kennedy was educated at Ottawa Collegiate 
Institute and McGill University. He graduated with a Bachelor of 
Science Degree in Civil Engineering in 1914. 

"When World War 1 broke out* 
he enlisted in the Engineers and 



served with distinction in 
France, winning the Military 
Cross for gallantry at Passchen- 
daele in 1917. 

Following the war he served as 
an engineer for a firm in Mont- 
real and for a while as a contrac- 
tor. 

•From contracting building roads 
•nd bridges for municipalities, he 
went to the E. B. Eddy Co., as an 
engineer and remained with them 
until 1937, as Woodlands Manager 
from 1026 on. 

In 1037, Major-General Kennedy 
accepted the position of Manager 
of the Quebec Forest Industries As- 
sociation with his offices in Que- 
bec. 

Overseas in '39 

Within days of the outbreak of 
present war, however, he resigned 
to take over command of a field 
company of engineers with the 
rank of major. He was overseas the 
same year and promoted to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in command ol En- 
gineers, 1st Canadian Division. 

Not quite two. years later he was 
brought back, to Canada to solve a 
knotty army problem, to advise on 
the training of engineer personnel 
and re-organizc the methods for 
selecting engineer officers. So 
quickly and efficiently was this 
job carried out that National De- 
fence Headquarters kept him in 
Canada to re-organize the whole 
trade training programme for the 
entire army. For this job he was 
promoted to Colonel and headed a 
new Directorate in March, 1942. By 
September, he was a brigadier and 
deputy adjutant general. 

Honored by the King 

Then he was ordered to com- 
pletely re-organizc the army's 
methods of production, selection, 
promotion and disposal of officers. 

The effectiveness of any army 
depends on its officers and Major- 
General Kennedy did the Job so 
well that by May of the following 
year, 1913, he was promoted to the 
rank of Major-General and ap- 
pointed Quarter-master-Gcneral. In 
the King's honours list last Jan- 
uary he was made a Commander of 
the British Empire. 

Some idea of his prestige in the

Distinction Between . 
And Civilian Said to 
Impede Rehabilitation 



Discussing "Return from war" as 
It affected civilians, servicemen 
and women, Dr. D. Ewen Cameron, 
director of the Allen Memorial In- 
stitute qf Psychiatry and Psychlat- 
rist-in-chlcf at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, told the Rotary Club yes- 
terday that all measures which 
serve to perpetuate a distinction be- 
tween the returned man and the 
civilian will serve to Impede the 
former's re-establishment in civil- 
ian life. 

Dr. Cameron said that the num- 
ber of returned men in any Indus- 
try, relative to the. number of men 
who have never left civilian life, 
is at present so small that returned 
men tend to' take on attitudes and 
viewpoints of the civilian group 
fairly rapidly. But when consider- 
able numbers were discharged there 
would be a growing tendency for 
the returned men to become group 
conscious.' 

"It is undesirable that educational 
and. occupational training ■ facilities 
for returned men should be or- 
ganized separately from those for 
civilians," he declared. "It is impor- 
tant that, as far as possible, medi- 
cal facilities which already exist 
and are in use for civilians should 
be utilized for returned men rather 
thui that special separate provision 
should be made." 

Dr. Cameron remarked that a 
great deal ot information con-

Strength in Unity 
Stressed by Legion 
Representative 

Stressing that unity is strength 
Hugh M. Parry, representative 
of the Canadian Legion, extend- 
ed to members of the McGill 
Student Veterans' Society at a 
veterans' meeting, last night a 
welcome to join the Legion. Ap- 
proximately 50 veterans attend- 
ed the meeting held in the Ball- 
room of the Union. 
, Mr. Parry outlined briefly the 
history of the Canadian Legion 
and emphasized the importance of 
all ex-servlccmen forming a united 
group so that their problems could 
be more effectively solved. Mr. Par- 
ry said that the Legion would wel- 
come the formation of a separate 
post of the Legion on the campus. 
'"However", he added, "the Legion 
will offer the fullest co-operation 
it the veterans prefer to remain as 
a separate group on the campus". 

Later In the meeting a vote of ap- 
proval was given to a resolution to 
the effect that, while' fully In ac- 
cordance with the aims of the Can- 
adian Legion, the McGill Student 
Veterans' Society docs not consti- 
tute itself as an official branch of 
the Canadian Legion, but that it 
will co-operate to the fullest extent 
with the Legion. '•' 

Ma i. E. D. Hoskin, President of 
the Society then outlined the alms 
and purposes of the group to the 
members for the/ benefit of newly 
arrived servicemen. The president 
emphasized the fact that the society 
"dos not intend to allow 'any posai*' 
bili tics ot the organization causing 
disunity on the'eampus. 
. Edward de Jean,. Treasurer, an- 
nounced that membership of the so- 
ciety had risen to 59. Numerous 
new memberships were recorded at 
the conclusion of the meeting. The 
Entcrtainemnt Committee announc- 
ed that. within two weeks a smoker 
for veterans would be held, details 
of which will be announced in The 
Dairy at a later date.

Dr. Meakins 
To Speak on 
Ex-Servicemen 

I Talk Will Include 
Various Problems 
Of Rehabilitation 



"Canada's Program for Ex- 
Scrviccmcn" is the topic of the 
.address to be given by Dr. J. C. 
Meakins, Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine at the first open meet- 
ing sponsored by the Conference 
Committee on Rehabilitation. 
The meeting will be held tomor- 
row, Feb; 8, in the Union Grill- 
room at 5.15 p.m. 

Dr. Meakins has recently retired 
from his post as Deputy Director- 
General of Medical Services in the 
Canadian Army, In which, he also 
served in the last war. He was 
responsible for the now internat- 
ionally famous Pulhcms test for 
classifying Army personnel, for the 
reorganization of research in war 
medicine, and tor the general re- 
organization of professional serv- 
ices ih the R.C.A.M.C., venereal di 
sease control, and nutrition. He has 
been made a Commander ot the 
Military Division of the Order of 
the British Empire. 

Having followed the civil ris* 
establishment of ex-servicemen in 
both wars, and having conducted 
rehabilitation research as part of 
his duties in the Army, Dr. Mea- 
kins is qualified to present the 
fundamental principles essential for 
the complete integration ot veter- 
ans into the national life of Can- 
ada. 

The main headings are as "fol- 
lows: 1, Immediate post-discharge 
treatment; 2. "A job and training 
for "a ' Job";- 3, -Formal education;-^, 
Re-establishment' of the home; 5, 
Medical . and psychological prob- 
lems; 6, Development of good citi- 
zenship.' 

The first open meeting, to be fol- 
lowed by others, will lay the basis 
for the critical examination ot the 
above mentioned topics.

M. Morris, M.C., V.D., commanding 
officer; Major E. C. Morris, chief 
instructor; Major E. de L. Green- 
wood, second in command; Lt.-CoL

ficer 1; Major. G. Scott, staff officer 
to the Inspector General; Captain 
K. J. Dolg. adjutant, C.O.T.C. 

These officers later Joined Gen- 
eral Tremblay for a conference, 
following which they all retired to 
the Officers Mess. It was here that 
the General Issued through The 
Daily a message to all students In 
U>e C.O.T.C. 

"I regret that I am unable to 
make any statement regarding the 
results of jny inspection of the Mc- 
Gill University Contingent C.O.T.C. 
on this date, as my report must in 
the first Instance be submitted to 
the Minister of National Defence. 

At the same time I would like to 
leave a message for all members of 
the Contingent. It is my regret that 
I was unable to sec you all at your 
training, but I want to assure you 
that those of you whom I did see 
impressed me very favourably and 
I feel that they must have been a 
very fair cross-section ot the per- 
sonnel of the Continent generally. 

Since the beginning of the war I 
have had the privilege of being 
your Inspector-General and it has 
always been a pleasure to inspect 
your contingent. 

In wishing you au revoir this 
year 1 want to express my thanks 
to your Commanding Officer for

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Oral Examinations 

With the emphasis being placed more and 
more on streamlining for the post-war era, the 
inadequacies of our present system of education 
become very apparent. Everyone has a plan of 
attack to improve existing economic, political 
and moral conditions, but as yet very few have 
considered, publicly, the most important factor 
in raising the standard of each of these, namely 
the development of "character and mental 
powers," education. 

Take, for one example, the present system 
of examinations at McGill. The practice is to 
leave the work to the student, and then to at- 
tempt to cover a whole year's work in one 
examinations The averago student, as he will 
freely admit, ignores the greater part of that 
work until the examinations arc posted, or until 
they are about duo. 

Then begins a period of feverish activity, of 
burning of the midnight oil until all the infor- 
mation suspected of having a possibility of being 
on the examination is memorized. But as soon 
as that test is written, there is just as feverish 
an attempt to forget the nightmare of work, and 
the study that went with it. The sum total of 
the effort is nil, and the resulting intellectual 
training achieves very little purpose. 

The possible remedy, oft discussed by stu- 
dents, is a series of oral examinations, which 
will give the professor greater opportunity of 
seeing his students as they are and their chances 
for success in his course. This system has been 
tried at different universities, and as far as may 
be believed, with much success. 

The important thing is that college students 
will be trained properly, inasmuch as the 
groundwork will have been properly laid. There 
would still be problems, as no doubt there will 
always be, but they will be fewer and of less 
importance, since thy written test may be ap- 
plied from time to time to supplement the oral 

This may be best shown by the social sci- 
ences and the humanities, where the student has 
theses and term papers to write, along with the 
final examination. But the final could just as 
well be omitted for the orals, since it is the dis 
cutsion of theories and problems whioh are ira 
portant, such as would best be handled in open 
discussion, not confined to the limits of a paper. 

Periodic reports in the physical sciences act 
in much the same way, yet the orals would not 
only supplement them, but would be the actual 
basis for passing courses. Both of these groups 
are the same, inasmuch as theory and practical 
problems involve the same or similar lines of 
thought, whether they be for physics or for 
philosophy. 

The idea is not applicable to every subject 
since the difficulty of posing a series of prob 
lems in mathematics or in courses involving dia 
grammatic explanation orally may' be seen read- 
ily. Even then, with paper handy, the student 
will be better able to explain to the professor the 
details he wants emphasized, than he is able 
under the existing conditions. 

Specifically, literature poses the greatest 
problem, along with mathematics and language 
translations, unless the generality is such that 
a discussion period, somewhat like the existing 
conference period, would bo more advantageous 
than a questiori-and-answer session. 

A strong point in favor of oral examinations 
is that it is being used in Ph.D. degree tests. 
Thus, the examiner is assured that the element 
of chance is eliminated, and that a true insight 
into the possibilities of the candidate may be 
enhanced. There is no attempt to disregard the 
value of written work, in these courses, but the 
results depend on both, and not on the written 
alone. If the importance of a Ph.D. degree war- 
rants this personal touch, there is no reason why 
a general college degree is not of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant it as well. 

Once the novelty of the oral type of examin- 
ation wears off, the initial fear, and lack of faith 
in its virtues will also vanish. The student will 
come to realize that it is to his ultimate advan- 
tage that it is being instituted, and he will ap- 
preciate its values and its improvement over 
the written exams, which have long been the 
bane of his existence, _ .

How we 
laughed outside as we mimicked the teacher's 
seriousness. How we sobbed in contrition. 

Then when wc grew up and directed our energies 
elsewhere, we played our game of win or lose on the 
stock market. It was part of the hatred we bore to 
foreigners. We told ourselves that we were bringing 
civilisation to them; that without us they would kill 
each other off in a short time, and for the protec- 
tion and education given them, they owed us some* 
thing. And so we kept millions of them working 
for our profits. But we were afraid that someday 
they would recognize their strength and would take 
over and run their own country for their own bene- 
fit, and we would no longer live off their labor. 
And we were so afraid of that prospect that wc made 
sure that they were kept divided and enabled us 
to rule them. But still we did not feel safe before 
their overwhelming numbers and fearing them we 
hated them, and hate convinced us of the righteous- 
ness of all we were doing to keep our power intact. 

But sometimes other countries, 100 percenters 
like us, also went into our markets and undersold 
us, and those at home were thrown out of work. It 
was then that we discovered that there were for- 
eigners at home and that a scapegoat was a useful 
weapon to take the minds of the public off their 
woes. And soon it seemed that there was always 
some evil at hand for which culprits were neces- 
sary, and we found ourselves using foreigners more 
and more. And the more they 'were thrown on the 
defensive the more vulgar they appeared and we 
hated them even more, and this never seemed to 
stop. 

Yes, we have always hated foreigners, and we 
are still strong enough to hurt them. But we are 
dying and we don't know it. But they know it. All 
over the world the strangers, the aliens, the refugees, 
the different ones, the foreigners and their bef riendera 
are rejoicing. All over the world those who are 
our scapegoats, our oppressed and exploited com- 
forters with their meekness, our persecuted ones, 
are laughing. Because we are dying and wiU soon 
cease to torment them, the earth's millions are 
laughing. And we can't stop them for all the frenzy 
we get into.

CAPE BRETON

Cape Breton occupies most of the 
intervening space between Nova 
Scotia proper and Newfoundland. 
Why ever it was called a cape still 
remains a mystery to us for it 1* 
bound on the east by the Atlantic, 
on the west by the Gulf, on the 
south by the three-mile-wide Strait 
of Canso and on the north by the 
seventy-mlle-wlde Cabot Strait. In 
between stretch the rolling high- 
lands of the island, which clong the 
coast drop sheer down into the sea. 

The lower, industrial part o( the 
island which contains its rich coal 
mines and steel mills is separated 
from the northern part by the 
beautiful Bras d'Or lakes which 
divide the island in two. Sydney, its 
capital, is a filthy industrial city 
of steel and coal, one of the major 
ports on the eastern coast and 
smells of burned toast and detd 
fish. It possesses one main street, 
one decent hotel and Is generally 
to the east what Sudbury is to ,the 
gold mine district. 

The Cape Bretonners are a stur- 
dy race. Mostly of Scottish and 
Newfoundland stock they still pre- 
serve many of the characteristics 
of the Gaelic race; the men are 
tough, fair and blue-eyed, the wo- 
men more or leas pretty. 

Along the West Coast are many 
French settlements-Acadlans who 
after being expelled from Nova 
Scotia settled here and brought 
with them their main industry — 
weaving. They speak a delightful 
French which comes from deep 
down their throats and which they 
roll like the sea that surrounds 
them. They have .not yet adapted 
themselves to the English occupa- 
Hon and like their brethren in 
Quebec cultivate their strictly nat- 
ionalist existence .Chetlcamp .the 
main center of weaving and fish- 
ing and also of the late gypsum 
mines which have now been mov- 
ed to Dingwall on the East Coast, 
is another dirty little place famed 
for its shipbuilding and having a

ed Cape Breton Giant who was 
seven foot eight inches tall and 
whose main hobby it Is reported 
was tosing one ton anchors around 
New York Harbour in the late 
fifties.

In winter 
automobile traffic is impossible 
and as no outside telephone serv- 
ice exists dogs-teams bring in the 
mail and slither and slide over the 
icy heights of Smoky and pray 
they don't go over the edge... 

And then you find yourself at 
Ingonlsh. With the beautiful 

Park Headquarters and the two- 
mile beach, sheltered by the middle 
head, one of the summer resort 
centres of Sydney and one of the 
main fishing centres along the 
Eastern Coast. In spring they fish 
haddock and mackerel and cod, as 
summer comes along the lobster 
season opens and then in autumn 
the swordfish hunt is on. 

We stsyed in Ingonlsh nigh on 
six weeks and had ample opportun 
ity to watch the Cape Bretonners 
at work and play. When they work, 
they work hard— up at five in the 
morning and out in their little 
two-man boats to hunt the fish — 



fish thst is their food and clothing. 
The kids leave school when they're 
twelve or fourteen and work with 
their dads. Fish, fish— in Ingonlsh 
there's nought to see but fog and 
fish. 

PICTURESQUE DANCES 

Periodically they hâve dances. 
Square dances in which every one 
hops around in circles on a wood- 
en platform behind the school by 
the light of an old lantern — Swing 
your partner and around you go, 
a solitary fiddler apparently keeps 



endlessly repeating the same tunes 
and reaching under his chair and 
then putting the bottle back again. 
The girls in high heels, short skirts, 
chewing gum, the men vjlth their 
hats on, in" their work clothing 
with the inevitable bottle in their 
hip pocket and Invariably the dance 
finishes off with a little tift or so

er intentional or not. I never did 
determine but they .insist. on keep- 
ing the cows behind the fences and 
letting the bulls roam around, loose 
—and they had an exceedingly 
great number of bulls. 

From Ingonish you pass through 
the bush to Cape North and then 
across the Island. The road slowly 
creeps up an odd. thousand feel or 
so, the valley drops sheer down on 
your left and on your right the 
mountain rises— periodically a truck 
goes tumbling a few hundred feet 
over the side and so they finally de- 
cided it would be advisable to 
widen the road somewhat. In the 
middle of the island you. pass over 
North .Mountain and travel along its 
summit for two miles before you 
descend to the other side, to Fleas- 
ant Bay which isn't pleasant at all 
except for the beautiful sunsets 
which you watched from the top of 
the cliffs with the waves slapping 
the rocky (the travel folder very 
politely calls it a sandy) beach be- 
low and cows and bulls grazing be- 
hind your back. 

And then once more you rise 
high over the mountains, and If you 
are lucky and travel early In. the 
morning when the sun still tries 
half heartedly to warm the . cool 
river valleys you may sec fright- 
ened deer racing along before the 
coasting car and then with one 
leap bounding Into the bush. And 
then the road descends again until 
you are only a few feet away from 
the water's edge, and you pass Cap
